quit work today, 

Frank F. Hawley, grand master of 
the Switchmen’s Union of North Amer- 
ica, has been summoned to Chicago with 
the view of getting switchmen through- 
/out the United States to refuse to han- 
dle cars containing anything for the 
packers. If there is a strike of the 
switchmen, it will be entirely unau- 
thorized, said an officia] of the switch- 
men’s union today. To call a strike just 
now, when wWe are on the eve of a busi- 
ness depression, would be folly, because 
the Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen 
would take our places as they did in 
1894, and a lot of switchmen would be 
out of work.

Jim McCant and Green Jackson, two 
negroes about 2! years of age, are now 
confined in the tower at Fulton county 
jail charged with the murder of Will 
Brown, who was shot and killed on a 
Southern excursion train Tuesday night 
between Stockbridge and Ellenwood. The 
murdered negro, who worked with a 
dairy company on Edgewood avenue, was 
shot through his right arm, the bullet 
penetrating his body. The body was 
brought to Atlanta from Constitution and 
the coroner's jury decided that Brown's , 
death was caused bf a pistol shot, the 
weapon being fired by McCant and Green 
Jackson being an accessory to the crime. 

When the train returned to Atlanta 
Tuesday night from Columbus, to which 
place the excursion had been run, Jack- 
‘son and Will Brown were arrested and 
charged with the shooting. Brown was 
later released. Yesterday morning police 
headquarters received a telephone mes- 
sage that McCant was being held at the 
Western and Atlantic shops charged with 
the murder.
